The subject matter of claim 1,4,5 does not meet the requirement of novelty. 
D1 discloses a luminescent layer comprises an organometallic complex containing at 
least one metal selected from groups 7 to 11 of the periodic table, \A/hich is regarded to 
fall within the definition "phosphorescent material" in the present Claim 1,and an 
organometallic complex represented by the formula (I), (II), (III) in the present claim 1,4,5 
(see claim1-10,[0033]-[0037]). • 

The subject matter of claim 1,4,5 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
the D2 and the D3 and the D4. 

D2 discloses a luminescent layer comprises a phosphorescent material and host 
material. And D2 also discloses the host material is an organometallic complex contains 
benzoxazol or benzothiazol as a ligand. The organometallic complex in the present 
Claim 1,4,5 is disclosed in D3 and D4. The organometallic complex disclosed in D2 and 
D3 and D4 respectively, have the same or similar structure and are related to same 
technical field. Therefore, the skilled person in the art would easily conceive the idea of 
employing the organometallic complex in D3 or D4 to substitute the organometallic 
complex disclosed in D2. 

The subject matter of claim 2,3 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
from the D1 to the D4. The skilled person in the art would easily deterimne the 
preferable content of the organometallic complex. 

None of the prior art documents cited in the international search report describes the 
organometallic complex in claim 6,7, and it was not obvious for the person skilled in the 
art to employ the organometallic complex in claim 6,7. 
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
